This has been a rtav of rest for the Russian party. 
Whether it was because of tbe fatigue resulung 
from his exeruons tho past week or from a natoral 
dlsincliaatlon 10 religious worship ontstde the pale 
of bis own Church it would be difficult to deter- 
mine, but tne Grand Duke hae kept himself ciosely 
within me walls of the hotel all day. 
A few visitors 
were received, however, only those whose claims 
of position or previous intimacy demanded such a 
courtesy, and such as were welcomed made their 
stay as brief AS possible consistent with etiquette. 
The Grand Duke spent the morning In hLs own 
apartments, and enjoyed tbe luxuries of dressing 
gown, slippers and cigars to his heart’s conten’.. 
Mr. Caiacazy was with him until an hour alter 
breakfast, when ho departed fur church, leaving 
His Royal Highness to build l.ls own castles, unas­ 
sisted. through the clouds of tobacco smoke.

No ceremony was attendant upon tho 
events ol day, but ail seemed for once to havo laid 
aside the cares of sute and tbe misfortunes of high 
rank, giving themselves woolly up to the plea^^nres 
of solid, substanilal and unalloyed rest.

The Grand Duke appeared very miicn delighted 
at me performance, and afterwards nianliested hia 
approval in an audible manner.

of the concert, he was driven to Cambridge wheio

General G rant, under the existing condi­ 
tions of the political parties and leading ques­ 
tions of the day, is evidently master of the 
field for the Presidential succession. 
From 
the April contest in Connecticut down to the 
overwhelming November defeat of the demo­ 
crats in New York, the State elections of the 
passing year are accepted on all sides as 
broadly foreshadowing the re-election of Gen­ 
eral G rant. 
In 1867 the State elections were 
so generally carried by the democratic party 
that they were confident of carrying the 
White House in 1868. 
How, then, with all 
their defeats in the State elections of 1871, 
including New York, can they hope to gain 
the Presidency in 1872 ? 
Ab m atters now 
stand they give it up. 
They admit that the 
democratic party is In a minority in the coun­ 
try, and they are casting about for a new 
party coalition with the disaffected republi­ 
cans, whereby the balance of power may be 
drawn off from the administration camp. 
The plan of operations most extensively 
advocated by the democratic journals of the 
country is what is called the passive, or the 
“ possum" policy—the policy of merging the 
democracy, rank and file, in a liberal anti- 
G raot republican movement, 
and upon an 
anl ¡-Grant republican ticket. 
But as a famous 
cook book, in its instructions how to cook a 
rabbit, says you must first catch your rabbit, 
so the sorely perplexed democracy, before 
they can effect this proposed coalition against 
General Grant, must first secure tbelr anti- 
G rant repuDiicans. How, then, are they to be 
secured and brought to the front ? Mr. George 
Wilkes proposes the plan of a series of 
private 
consultations and confidential oys­ 
ter suppers 
at 
Washington 
between 
the 
anti-Grant republicans 
and 
democrats 
of 
Congress 
as 
the 
readiest 
method 
of 
coming 
to 
an 
understanding. 
General 
Blair favors the Missouri plan of allowing the 
anti-Grant republicans to lead off as a new 
party on the Carl Schurz platform, and then a 
f'jsion of the democracy with this new party— 
for this fight only—and all the Blairs second 
the motion. 
Mr. Voorhees, of Indiana, pro­ 
poses a National Democratic Conrenfloa right 
off for the reorganization of the party, so as to 
make an opening for all the loose materials of 
the country; and we are inclined to think that 
his plan of putting the horse before the cart is 
better than General Blair’s plan of putting the 
cart before the horse. 
Through some one of the many plans pro­ 
posed the general idea of the democrats is a 
fusion with the republican elements of all 
sorts whose first desire is the defeat of Gen­ 
eral Grant, and the Carl Schurz platform is 
generally recommended for the holy alliance. 
But what is this platform ? 
It is economy, 
retrenchment, revenue reform, civil service 
reform and a general amnesty. 
All these are 
very good things for buncombe; but, unfor­ 
tunately for Mr. Schurz, all this political 
thunder has been appropriated by General 
G rant in his late Message. 
It is unfortunate, 
too, that free trade will not serve as a bait for 
your anti-G rant republicans, because some of 
the chief apostles, among them such as Sum­ 
ner, Fenton and G reeley, are opposed to free 
trade. 
Aud yet again, the project of the au- 
nexallon ot Mexico, á la Texas, though it 
would be a very popular movement, would 
not suit those anti-Grant republicans who 
bolted on the St. Domingo scheme. 
In a 
word, upon the cnrrent political topics of the 
day General G rant in his Message so com­ 
pletely covers the ground that be leaves 
nothing for his adversaries to stand upon. 
This Presidential contest, then, under the 
present conditions of the inside and outside 
forces, will be a mere fight for the spoils; and 
how such a fight will term inate it needs no 
Daniel to tell us. 
W hat the opposition forces 
want is some new idea, some new departure 
on the fundamental principles of the govern­ 
ment, which will rally a powerful party to a 
point-blaok fight wiih the 
administration. 
The impeachment movement, as reported by one 
of our Washington correspondents in last Satur­ 
day’s H erald, furnishes the elements required 
for this new departure. 
In this movement it 
is proposed to arraign the President before 
Congress as guilty of “ high crimes and misde­ 
m eanors,’’ in various usurpations of the powers 
of Congress, and in various nnlawful and 
unseemly acts of intervention in the affairs of 
both Dominica and Hayti, and the prosecution 
of his St. Domingo scheme of annexation. 
Our correspondent on this subject seems to 
think it probable that if Impeachment resolu­ 
tions are introduced in the House covering 
these charges they may, with a junction of 
the anti G rant republicans and democrats, be 
p assed ; aud 
if they are passed, 
though 
L the impeachment may fail in the Senate, 
as it 
failed 
in 
the case of Andy John­ 
son, there will 
be, from the general agi­ 
tation of the subject, such a demoralization of 
the republican party in reference to General 
G rant that it will clear the QMd for bis defeat. 
These usurpations of power, including bis 
Ku Klux policy, thus brought Into the lore- 
ground against General Grant, might be made 
as decisive against his re-election as was the 
agitation of the alien and 
sedition laws 
against the re-election of the elder Adams. 
In 1708-1», 
from the fantastic tricks of the 
French republic of that day, though no de- 
claratlon was made, a state of actual war on 
the high seas existed between France and the 
United State^ and active war measures were 
adopted by our government (John Adams 
being President) to resist an apprehended 
French invasion.

peace and authority of the United States. 
One apology for the law in connection with 
our warlike relations with France was that 
in our country’s population, of only some three 
or four millions of people at that time, there 
were, In addition to other foreign agitators, 
thirty thousand French emissaries, 
mostly 
plo’ting against our Institutions and for French 
“ liberty, equality and fraternity”—that French 
republic being insanely aggressive in Us ideas 
in both hemispheres. 
But for all this the pre­ 
vailing American sympathy at that day was 
with the French republic, and the prevailing 
American Ideas of liberty were dead agaiusl 
this obnoxious alien law. 
The sedition law urovided certain prosecu­ 


tions, pains and penalties agatnsl political 
speakers, 
newspaper publishers and 
pam­ 
phleteers who might be deemed guilty of 
libelling the government or authorities of the 
government of the United States. 
The apol­ 
ogy for this law was that ^ a ij)s t the adminis­ 
tration the grossest falsehoods were uttered 
and pnblisbed, tending to deceive the people 
and to excite their prejudices to the danger 
of the peace of the nation. 
The w ar made 
against this law was on the ground that it 
was an outrageous infringement upon the lib­ 
erty of speech and of the press. 
There were 
at that time some two huudred newspapers 
published in the United States, of which one 
hundred and eighty were in favor of the fede­ 
ral administration and only twenty opposed to 
it, and, according to Bradford's “ History of 
the Federal Government," the greater portion 
of these twenty were under the control of 
aliens. 
They were doubtless, too, mainly of 
the French red republican school or of the 
Tom Paine type of democrats. 
Yet, with all 
the advantages of the federalists ip newspa­ 
pers, and in wealth and power of the country, 
those alien and sedition laws turned the elder 
Adams and the federal party out of the gov­ 
ernment and brought In Jefferson and his re­ 
publicans. 


Now, let the men in Congress opposed to 
General G rant’s re-election, republicans and 
democrats, return in this impeachment move­ 
ment to first principles, the limitations of the 
executive and the general governm ent and the 
rights of the people ; and if they can even get 
up a debate in the House on the questions of 
usurpation involved in 
the 
St. Domingo 
scheme they may repeat in G ener^ G rant’s 
case the defeat of the elder Adams on the 
alien and sedition laws. 
In this now agita­ 
tion the St. Domingo scheme may fill the 
office of the old alien law, and the Southern 
Ku Klux policy of the President and his party 
may do the service in a popular reaction of 
the old sedition law. If there are twenty anti- 
Grant republicans in the Ilonse of Representa­ 
tives with whom, as with Mr. Sumner, Mr. 
Schurz, Mr. Fenton and Mr. Greeley, the first 
object is the defeat of General G rant, they 
can pass their impeachment resolutions and 
thus excite 
a

on

principles 
involved 
w’olch 
will 
break up the republican parly on General 
Grant, 
and 
clear 
the 
field 
for 
the 
opposition elements and their ticket, and carry 
them as a new party into power. 
Short of 
some bold and daring coup d'etat like this 
impeachment movement, some stroke of state­ 
craft which will create a new agitation and a 
strong alliance against G eneral Grant, the 
anti-Grant republicans and democrats may 
give up the battle of 1872 as a “ foregone con­ 
clusion ;’’ for they have nothing left to do but 
to follow in the wake of the administration.

The people of London—of the kingdom at 
large. Indeed—remained intensely Interested 
concerning the result of the Prince’s illness, 
and the popular excitement was becoming still 
more general in London this morning.

A special H erald telegram from 
Berlin 
which we publish to-day reports the opinion 
which prevails in the German capital on the 
subject of the condition of the relations exist­ 
ing between Russia and the Em peror William 
of Germany, as ii was set forth personally by 
the Czar in bis speech at the Georgenfest 
anniversary banquet, in St. Petersburg, last 
Thursday. 
The Prassians think the Imperial 
expression bodes little good to the cause of 
republicanism 
In 
Franca. 
Indeed, 
they 
imagine that it has m ade an end of the hopes 
of the French people in that direction. 
The 
Germans appear to find an equivalent for the 
misfortune of their neighbors In France in the 
conviction that the Russian ruler has guaran­ 
teed the peace of Europe. 
However all this 
may be, the Czar’s address was important in 
every sense. It breathed friendship and peace 
to Prussia throughout. Why should it have been 
otherwise? 
Why should not the Emperor- 
nepbew speak kindly of the Emperor-uncle. 
The Czar made graceful allusion to the time 
when the arm ies of Germany and the armies of 
Russia fraternally fought against and finally 
crushed the armies of Napoleon. 
The Czar 
did not forget that the armies of Austria then 
fought on the same side with those of G er­ 
many and Russia. 
In 1866 It was convenient 
for Prussia to forget the ancient fraternization 
with Austria. 
In 1872 Prussia, or rather 
Germany, may find It convenient to be simi­ 
larly forgetful of the ancient alliance with 
Russia. 
The continuance of friendly relations 
between tbe two great empires depends less 
on the good feeling of the imperial families 
than on the good feeling of tbe two peoples. 
At the present moment tbe Interests of the two 
peoples 
are not 
precisely Identical, and 
opposing popular Interests may prove more 
powerful than Imperial peace speeches.

The respoctabls old kingdom of Spain Is in 
a ferment. 
The Iberian blood ia up. 
Titu­ 
lados and Hidalgos, Caballeros and Escuderos 
twirl their terrible mostacho», and swear by 
the blood of Castile that an insult has beeu 
offered to the nation. 
From the Bay of Bis­ 
cay to the Strait of Gibraltar, and from the 
Atlantic Ocean to the M editerranean Sea, the 
whole country is boiling over with excite­ 
ment. 
The H erald special cable despatch 
from Madrid, received late 
last night and 
published this morning, Uiforms us that all 
this tremendous turmoil has been caused by 
the remarks of President Grant, in his recent 
Message to Congruas, in r^laUoa to Cuban af­ 
fairs. 
The position taken by the P r esident is 
construed by the irascible cavaliers 
as 
a 
threat or a defiaiise, or something else of a 
fightable nature, and with all the valor of 
Don Quixote firing their veins they hasten to 
pick up the gauntlet. 
If General 
G rant 
means 
mischief they are 
ready 
to meet 
and defy the power of the United States, 
and to show their earnestness, we are told 
that they have resolved to d.'spatcb Immedi­ 
ately to Cuba four thousand real Spanish sol­ 
diers, with two generals—regular ones, too, 
and no militia shams—and four iron-clad ves­ 
sels-of-war. 
In order that onr readers may understand 
what all this fuss is about we reproduoe else­ 
where in to-day’s H erald all the paragraphs 
in President G rant’s Message having reference 
to Spain and the affairs of Cuba. 
The first 
allusion is to the organization of the Mixed 
Commission to adjudicate upon tbe claims of 
citizens of tbe United States growing out of tbe 
Cuban insurrection, and the President ex­ 
presses the hope that the Commission will 
afford the claimants a complete remedy for 
their ii^iiries. 
Surely Spain can take no ex­ 
ceptions to this, as the Commission is looked 
to as the means of healing the difficulty and is 
a friendly method of settling what m ight other­ 
wise prove a very unpleasant controversy. 
Nor can the most fiery spirit take umbrage at 
the President’» statement that it has been the 
agreeable duty of the United States to assist 
in bringing about an armistice, with a reason­ 
able assurance of a peace, in the South Ameri­ 
can republics. 
Upon the subject of slavery in 
the Spanish West Indian colonies tbe Message 
regrets that the voluntary promise of the 
statesmen of Spain to elevate labor has not 
been carried oat, and points to the fact that 
the laws and regulations apparently made for 
the abolition of slavery in Cuba and Porto 
Rico leave most of the laborers in bondage. 
But the L-'resident does not propose to iiiter- 
iere in a m atter which does not concern Ibis 
country, except in so far as to recommend to 
Congress the prohibition by stringent legisla­ 
tion of any holding, owning or dealing in 
alavés, or being interested in slave property 
in foreign lands, either as owners, hirers or 
mortgagors, by citizens of the United States. 
This recommendation, however, baa probably 
been 
regarded 
everywhere, 
at 
home 
and 
abroad, 
a« a 
sort 
of 
rbe’arical 
flourish thrown into tbe Message ont of re­ 
spect for the old dead-and-gon» doctrine of 
abolitionism, which in its lifetime 
did such 
good service to the republican 
party. 
It 
means nothing bat buncombe and is excusable 
because of tbe solid sense contained in tbe 
rest of the document. 
There ia nothing in it 
to excite any other feeling than merrim ent in 
the mind of American or Spaniard. 
We must attribute the anger of our Spanish 
friends, therefore, to that portion o( Presi­ 
dent 
G rant’s 
Message 
which 
refers 
more particularly 
to tbe present troubles 
n Cuba. 
The President regrets that the 
disturbed condition of the island continues to 
be a source of annoyance and anxiety, espe­ 
cially in view of the close proximity of tbe 
protracted struggle to our own territory. 
It 
m ast be well known that the sympathies of the 
people of the United States are with the 
Cubans who are fighting for their independ­ 
ence, and hence it would have been a non­ 
sensical 
piece of ceremoniousness 
to 
ig­ 
nore that fact. 
The Cuban war is signally 
an object of concern to our government, be­ 
cause, while our principles prompt us to ab­ 
stain from interference in the affairs of other 
Powers, and while we desire to maintain in 
good faith our neutral positio.i as a nation and 
to enforce the observance of neutrality upon 
all our citizens, we are sensible that tbe whole 
people of the United States would joyfully see 
the islanders shake off tbe yoke of a Euro­ 
pean monarchy and win those 
rights 
to 
which every people are entitled. 
The knowl­ 
edge of this popular sentiment not only em­ 
barrasses our own government, but is the 
incentive to many unjust and inhuman acts 
on the part of the Spanish authorities in 
C uba towards American citizens. 
To guard 
against 
any 
outrage 
on 
the 
part of 
indiscreet 
partisans 
President 
G rant 
in­ 
forms Congress that onr naval commanders 
in Cuban waters have been instructed, in case 
it becomes necessary, to spare no effert to 
protect the life and property of bona fd e 
American citizens and maintain the dignity ot 
tbe flag. 
The President of the United States 
could say no less than this, and certainly 
that gallant 
old 
grandee, 
the 
Spanish 
nation, 
with

stiff ruffics 
and 
bis 
long 
rapier 
can 
have 
no 
occasion 
to disturb bis digestion by getting into a pas­ 
sion about it. At all events, pleased or angry, 
Spain can make up her mind that President 
G rant means ju st what be says, and that 
should tbe 
necessity arise 
tbe power of 
tbe United States government 
will 
resent 
any 
insult 
to 
the 
American 
flag 
or 
any outrage offered to an American cltlzsn by 
the Spanish government.in Cuba, despite the 
four thousand real troops, tbe two regular

It was not owing to the Police Commis- 
sioners, who made tbe singular blunder of 
prohibiting the parade of the International 
societies, but to the good sense of tbe members 
of the association, that our citizens did not wit­ 
ness a riot and probably bloodshed in the streets 
of New York yesterday. 
The great body of 
the members refrained from turning out, but 
about a hundred gathered at Cooper Institute 
and started in procession along Fourth ave- 
nue. 
The police, who were on hand in great 
force, arrested six of tbe men who marched at 
the bead of the line and conveyed them to the 
station house, 
no opposition 
being made 
by their associatos, 
altbough 
the 
crowd 
of 
lookers-on 
indulged 
in 
groans 
and 
hisses at the expense of the captors. 
The 
names of those arrested are given in the re­ 
port of the affair. 
Ju st at the moment that 
our own police authorities are so singularly 
stnUifying themselves by a crusade against 
the Internationals we have a fine defence of 
their objects from Emilio Castellar, the brii- 
liant orator of Spain, 
who has just de­ 
livered one of 
bis 
characteristic speeches 
in the Spanish Cortes. 
We reproduce the 
speech in another page this morning as it 
was forwarded to us by the H erald’s corre­ 
spondent in Madrid. 
The speech is in defence 
of tbe International Society of Workmen, which 
in Spain is making rapid strides towards tbe 
perfection of a strong and a complete organiz»- 
tion. 
Castelar, of the many prominent men 
who have undertaken to elucidate the work­ 
ings of this powerful association, is well quali­ 
fied for the task. 
He has given the subject 
earnest study, been present at some of its 
Congress ’8, and has watched with not a little 
anxiety the progress of its devolopmoni. 
Y*?t 
he is not of the International—at least ho says 
so. 
Tbe subject gave him full scope and he 
made the most of it. His disooorse led him over 
the whole field of European politics, and with 
that skill and directness of purpose with which 
Castelar, even in bis loftiest flights of fancy, 
is noted, he brought all his knowledge of 
history, all his acquaintance wiih law and all 
his study of morality to bear on the subject 
which he rose to discuss. 
Don Fernando Garrido, an advanced repub­ 
lican in the European sense of the word, p re­ 
ceded Castelar 
in 
the debate. 
G arrido 
defended the International In a m anner which 
left nothing to be desired by the most devoted 
adherent of that organization, and his attacks 
on religion were as violent as the most ad­ 
vanced atheist could wish for. 
With Castelar, 
however, it was different. 
His argument was 
clear throughout, and, though for over four 
hours he occupied the floor, be neither wearied 
bis auditors nor shocked their religious convic­ 
tions by language such as flowed from the 
lips of Señor Garrido. 
He contended it was 
not the International that it was the aim of 
tbe Cortes to suppress so much as it was the 
desire to curb the freedom of thought and 
deny the right of association. 
It was to de­ 
fend these that be rose, and to m aintain such 
rights was a duty which he should continue 
to perform at all hazards. 
In speaking of 
the International, 
what it is and what it 
aspires to, he entered Lilly into a description 
of tbe political condition p f Europe at the 
present time and described the development, 
of the society throughout tbe Continent. 
Tbe 
spread of socialistic theories was also, 
he 
contended, 
a m arked feature of the 
age 
in 
which 
we 
live. 
Tracing 
these 
ideas 
from 
early 
time 
and 
through 
various 
epochs, he referred to tbe Middle Ages as 
those of the Church, the next as the epoch of 
the aristocracies, the Renaissance as 
the 
period of the kings, the days that stretch back 
to the French Revolution as the period of tbe 
middle classes, and those which we are now 
experiencing as preliminary to the advent of 
the people and t ie working classes to public 
life. 
When that time arrives the emancipation 
of the people politically will be accomplished. 
To attain this end the International directs its 
endeavors, and its power may be judged from 
its widespread existence. 
Fostered in the 
cold heart of Northern Russia, the society has 
found followers in almost every clime, and 
though some of the governments of Europe 
have expressed tbe resolve to stamp it out of 
existence. It is still being organized, preached 
and taught in England, France, Switzerland, 
Belgium, 
Germany, 
Spain, Italy, Austria, 
Russia and America. 
Castelar briefly detailed the several Con­ 
gresses of the International and the business 
transacted at them. 
As the question of family 
bad been referred to in marked terms by tbe 
opponents of the International, and as it was 
contended that on moral grounds it should be 
denounced, the speaker declared that whatever 
may be the intemperate language of the ora­ 
tors and editors who espoused the cause of the 
society, on the question of family tbe Interna- 
tional bad decided nothing. 
The questions of 
property, of hours of labor, of education and 
of religion were all ventilated in a manner 
worthy of the reputation of the orator. 
In the 
existence of tbe society he could perceive no 
w rong; in tbe contemplated attem pt to crush 
it tbe most vital part of the constitutional right 
of all Spaniards was aimed at. 
Castelar inter- 
prets the movement, if we regard him rightly, 
as the yearning of tbe peoples toward a system 
of government in which they themselves will 
take part, if not direct. 
The days of kings 
are passing away—they have fulfilled their 
mission; the day of tbe peoples is fast ap- 
proRchlng. 
Free thought, free speech aud a 
free press will hasten the approach of the 
universal republic which is necessary aud in­ 
evitable. 


“ Prohibition ’ 1s the great cry of the total 
abstinence temperance men.

there was anything to fear from tbe procession 
of the Internatiooals proposed for yesterday, 
but prohibited by tbe police authorities, the 
danger is augmented instead of lessened by 
the course pursued.

In a 
word, upon the current political topics of tbe 
day General Grant ia his Message so com- 
pletely covers the ground that be leaves 
nothing- for his adversaries to stand upon. 


This Presidential contest, then, under the 


present conditions of ihe inside and outside 
forces, will be a mere fight for the spoils; and 
how sach a fight will terminate it needs no 
Daniel to tel! us. What the opposition forces 
want is some new idea, some new departure 
on the fundamental principles of the govern- 
ment, which will rally a powerful party to a 
point-blanlf fight with the 
administration.

Upon the Subject of slavery in 
the Spanish West Indian colonies the Message 
regrets that fehu voluntary promise of the 
statesmen of Spain to elevate iabir has not 
been carried out, and point* to the fact that 
the laws and regulations apparently made for 
the abolition of slavery In Cab* and Porto 
Kico leave most of the laborers in bondage. 
But the President does not propose to inter- 
fere In a matter which doei not concern this 
country, exc*pt in so far as to recommend to 
Congress the prohibition by stringent legisla- 
tion of any holding, owaing or dealing In 
Slaves, or befog interested in slave property 
in foreign lands, either as owners, hirers or 
mortgagors, by ciriasas of ihe United States.

In speaking of' 
the Internationa!, what It Is and what It 
aspires to, he enteied fully into a description 
of the political condition of Europe at the 
present time and described the development, 
of the society throughout the Continent. The

epochs, he referred to the Middle Ages aa 
those of the Gaurcii, the nest as the epoch of

His whole discourse was invariably per- 
vaded by that easy Dow or demonstrative language 
whicn is the best eloquence of the sincere heart. 
He was a roan or extensive attainments, but totally 
without vanity, or even a justifiable appreciation or 
his own eminent position. He went aoont doing 
good in a roanner the least conspicuous, and could 
at no time be drawn into any tn.natiou wblctt was 
likely to give him notoriety.
